1. I MADE A COURTESY CALL TODAY ON NEW VENEZUELAN CNO, 

ADMIRAL PEREZ, AND FOUND HIM RECEPTIVE TO FURTHER 
ASSISTANCE FROM U. S. NAVY. IN PARTICULAR, CNO WAS 
HOPEFUL THAT WE COULD STILL OFFER VENEZUELA AN LST 
WHICH WE UNDERSTAND INFORMALLY IS LOCATED IN THE WESTERN 
PACIFIC EITHER AT YOKOSUKA OR SUBIC. VENEZUELANS WOULD 
BE PREPARED ( ALTHOUGH WITH SOME STRAIN ON PERSONNEL) TO 
SEND A CREW TO PICK UP THIS VESSEL. 

2. ADMIRAL PEREZ, WHO IS HIMSELF A SUBMARINER, IS 
DELIGHTED AT OFFER OF GRENADIER, WHICH WE UNDERSTAND WILL BE 
RECHRISTENED PICUA OR BARRACUDA. AS YOUR OFFICE IS AWARE, 
CAPTAIN JOHNSTON, CHIEF OF NAVY SECTION, MILGP/ CARACAS, 

IS ALREADY IN KEY WEST WITH VENEZUELAN NAVAL OFFICERS CHECKING 
OUT THIS BOAT; AND I WAS TOLD THIS AFTERNOON BY ADMIRAL PEREZ 
THAT VENEZUELAN WOULD HAVE A FULL CREW ON BOARD BY
